Libya-Tunisia merger plan already in trouble

TUNIS, Tunisia (AP) -The merger 


between Libya and Tunisia appears to be 
in deep trouble just three days after it 
was announced amid resounding 
tributes to Arab unity from the par- 
ticipants and general skepticism from 
everyone else. 


President Habib Bourguiba hurriedly 


called Tunisia's Council of the Republic 
to a meeting today that may decide the 
fate of the agreement Bourguiba signed 
Saturday with Libya's Col. Moammar 
Khadafy. 


The council includes all members of 


the cabinet and the executive of Bour- 
guiba's Neo-Destour party, Tunisia's 
only legal political party. It meets at 


irregular intervals to deal with major 
policy matters. 


Bourguiba fired the chief Tunisian 


architect of the agreement, Foreign 
Minister Mohamed Masmoudi, on 
Monday. The government radio and 
television stations, which had hailed the 
agreement as a major milestone for the 
Arab world, dropped almost all mention 
of it after reporting Masmoudi's 


The two Tunis newspapers gave the 


merger scant attention. 


Diplomatic sources reported that 


Premier Hedi Nouira, who had long 
opposed Masmoudi's maneuvering for a 
linkup with Libya and its oil riches, was 
the main cause of the foreign minister's 
downfall. 


Masmoudi admitted in an interview 


that he and Nouira were "at opposite 
ends of the pole" on the merger. But he 
also said Bourguiba told him be was 
being removed because the United 
States government objected to such 
policies of his "as recognition of Com- 
munist China, North Vietnam and 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk's Cambodian 
goverment-in-exile. 


"The president said I was no longer 


allowed to set foot in the White House, 
and he considered this intolerable in 
view of his forthcoming visit to 
Washington in May," Masmoudi said. 


U.S. Ambassador Talcott W. Seelye 


said it was "ridiculous to suggest 
Masmoudi had become persona non 
grata in Washington." He added: 


"Masmoudi is perfectly well aware that 
there is no truth in any such allegation.'' 


Masmoudi declined to speculate 


whether the merger agreement was 
dead, but he spoke of it as something that 
might have been. 


"It could have been a great enrich- 


ment for both our countries," he said. 
"It was necessary to create a nucleus of 
Arab unity, and I sincerely believe we 
could have done this with Libya." 


But major differences between Bour- 


guiba and Khadafy promise a rough time 
for any attempt to unite their two 
governments. 
The 31-year-old Libyan is a fiery 


Moslem nationalist who urges a holy war 
to exterminate Israel and the expulsion 


of Western influence from the Arab 
world. Bourguiba at 70 is a friend of the 
West, readily accepts Western aid and 
influence in his country and believes 
Israel should be recognized if it 
withdraws from captured Arab lands. 


Commentators in other Arab countries 


concluded that Khadafy, who has 
inherited Gamal Abdel Nasser's burning 
ambition to unite the Arab world, turned 
to Tunisia out of frustration because of 
the failure of his attempt last year to 
merge with Egypt. And Bourguiba 
presumably found the idea attractive 
because it offered his poverty-stricken 
country a chance to share Libya's vast 
oil wealth. 


Seelye and French Ambassador 


Georges Gaucher, representing the two 
countries that give Tunisia most of its 
economic aid, had separate meetings 
with Bourguiba shortly before Mas- 
moudi's dismissal was announced. The 
president apparently reassured them 
that Tunisian foreign policy would 
remain unchanged. 


Bourguiba "signed the merger 


agreement with Khadafy on the Tunisian 
island of Dierba on Saturday. Masmoudi 
was present and made the official 
announcement of the agreement, which 
called for single government, legisla- 
ture, army and judicial system for the 
two countries. Bourguiba was to be the 
first president of the new state, to be 
known as the "Islamic Arab Republic." 


Austerity 
fuel rules 
in effect

WASHINGTON (AP) -The federal 


government began applying today a 
program of gasoline austerity and fuel 
oil rationing, including less home 
heating for the nation. 


While no ration stamps are involved, 


Federal Energy Office officials have 
described the petroleum allocation 
system as non-coupon rationing for all 
major products except retail gasoline. 


The new regulations, which took effect 


one minute before midnight Monday, 
permit exceptions for hardship cases. 


Normally, however, thermostats in 


homes and other residential buildings 
must be set six degrees lower than in the 
same month of 1972, and in other 


buildings ten degrees lower. Many 
people have already done this and the 
regulations will not require a further 
reduction on their pan. 


Service stations will get less gasoline 


than before. Just how much less was 
uncertain, but an FEO official guessed it 
might be 15 to 20 per cent less than the 
public otherwise would use in 1974. 


The administration has asked mo- 


torists to limit themselves voluntarily to 
ten gallons of gasoline per week, but so 
far there is no formal limit to their 
individual gasoline use. 


Airlines will get five per cent less 


aviation fuel than in 1972 and they have 
already started reducing flight 
schedules. 


Electric power plants are to get as

Kissinger carries 
counterproposals 


JERUSALEM (AP) - Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger today outlined 
Egypt's counterproposals for a 
withdrawal of military forces on the 
Suez front and said Israeli leaders 
appeared to find "constructive aspects" 
in the plan. • 


Kissinger emerged from a two-hour 


meeting with Deputy Premier Yigal 
Allon, Foreign Minister Abba Eban and 
Defense Minister Moshe Dayan and said 
they had "a very warm and I think very 
useful discussion." 


"We learned in very great detail what 


the Egyptian ideas are," said Eban. He 
added that the talk had been "very- 
useful, detailed and substantive." 


The foreign minister went from the 


meeting to Premier Golda Meir's home 
to tell her about it. Mrs. Meir is confined 
to her home with an attack of shingles. 


The chief point under discussion is 


what Egypt is willing to do in the way of 
thinning its forces and arms on the east 
bank of the Suez Canal in exchange for 
withdrawal of Israeli troops from the 
canal. 


Kissinger brought the Egyptian 


counterproposals Monday night from 
Aswan, where he conferred once more 
with Egyptian President Anwar Sadat. 
The American said he believed they had 
"narrowed the differences substan- 
tially" and he hoped to narrow them 
further during his talks with the Israelis. 


Egypt apparently had no objections to 


Israel's offer to pull its troops back to a 
line about 20 miles east of the canal. But 
Kissinger returned to Israel with a map 
showing the positions the Egyptians 
insist on holding on the east bank as well 
as the buffer zone the Egyptians are 
willing to let the United Nations 
peacekeeping force man between the two 
armies. 


One high-ranking American official 


with Kissinger said he thought the 
differences between the Israeli proposal 
and the Egyptian counterproposal were 
manageable. 
The 
principal 


disagreement apparently was over the 
number and kinds of antiaircraft 
missiles and other weapons that Egypt 
would retain on the east side of the canal. 


Defense Minister Moshe Dayan said 


shortly before Kissinger's return that 
the Soviet Union has rebuilt most of the 
missile sites in Egypt and Syria that 
were destroyed in the October war and 
has introduced new and longer-range 
missiles into the armories of both 
nations. 


The Israeli government's chief 


opposition, the right-wing Likud bloc, 
claimed that the Egyptians also had 
built missile sites in the areas east of the 
canal that they occupied in the war. 


Foreign Minister Abba Eban met 


Kissinger on his return from Aswan 
Monday night and conferred with him 
until after midnight. The American 
secretary's schedule this morning called 
for a meeting first with Premier Golda 
Meir, who is confined to her home with 
an attack of shingles. 


Kissinger hoped to be able to hold a 


final meeting Wednesday with Sadat and 
then let the two countries return to direct 
negotiations in Geneva. 


"I'm not going to be shuttling back 


and forth," he told newsmen in Aswan 
Monday. "After this phase, we'll have to 
do it in Geneva." 


Kissinger said he hoped to return to 


Washington by the weekend. He is 
expected to travel via Jordan. 
Meanwhile, Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Ismail Fahmy is to fly to Moscow to 
discuss the disengagement situation 
with the Russians.

Tanaka met by rioters 
on visit to Indonesia 


JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP) — 


Thousands of students protesting a visit 
of Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka of 
Japan roamed Jakarta today, burning 
and smashing property symbolizing 
Japan. 


Authorities announced a dusk-to-dawn 


curfew on this city of five million. 


About 1,000 troops and scores of 


armored cars were called out to control 
students demonstrating in front of 
President Suharto's Freedom Palace 
while he met with Tanaka. There were 
several bloody clashes. 


The government asked Tanaka to stay 


inside the palace. He had left the palace 
earlier for lunch. 


Trucks full of troops were seen moving 


to various parts of the city. Some of the 
estimated 5,000 demonstrators attacked 
shops displaying Japanese adver- 


tisements, smashing the stores with 
rocks and sticks, and burned about 100 
Japanese-made cars and motorcycles. 


The students are protesting what they 


call Japanese domination of the In- 
donesian economy. 


Troops battled 2,000 students at a high 


school near the palace. Unconfirmed 
reports said six of the students were 
wounded there by the troops' bayonets 
and rifle butts. 
In one clash, the students attacked the 


soldiers with bricks and stones. One 
soldier was led away bleeding profusely 
from head wounds. 


"Go to hell with your aid, Tanaka- 


san," said the banners at a rally on one 
campus where an effigy of Tanaka was 
burned. 


Tanaka arrived late Monday for the 


last stop on a tour of five Southeast Asia 


nations. In each he has been the target of 
demonstrators charging Japan with 
economic imperialism in the area, but 
most of the demonstrations have been 
peaceful. 


Tanaka was grim-faced as he left the 


palace and went to lunch with Foreign 
Minister Adam Malik. The foreign 
minister said Tanaka told him he would 
establish an office of economic 
cooperation to provide guidance for 
Japanese companies operating abroad 
and any country could take grievances 
about Japanese businessmen to that 
office. 


Informed sources said Tanaka's 


scheduled visit during the afternoon to 
the Heroes' Cemetery was cancelled 
because of the rioting, although the 
official reason was because of heavy 
rain. 


Dairy interests gave more to 
Democrats, Republicans claim 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 


Republican National Committee claims 
that Democrats received more cam- 
paign money than Republicans from 
dairy interests in 1972. 


The Republicans published an 


analysis in its official magazine "First 
Monday" in which they said Democratic 
candidates received $613,400 from four 
milk industry groups. The analysis said 
Republicans, including President 
Nixon, received $577,000. 


Nixon has denied in a white paper that 


contributions pledged from milk 
interests influenced his 1971 decision to 
raise milk price supports. That denial 
was repeated Monday by Deputy Press 
Secretary Gerald L. Warren. 


Warren also refused to say why a staff 


member violated Nixon's rule not to be 
told about campaign contributions. The 
issue arose when Warren was asked why 
presidential aide Charles W. Colson sent 
a memorandum to Nixon in 1970 telling 
him of a pledge to contribute $2 million 
for the 1972 campaign. 


Warren replied only that "oc- 


casionally people break rules." 


The pledge was made by Associated 


Milk Producers Inc. and was divulged to 


Nixon despite his rule against receiving 
"any information from anybody with 
regard to campaign contributions." 


The GOP national committee said its 


analysis of dairy industry campaign 
contributions came from the magazine 
Congressional Quarterly. 


The Republican article listed dona- 


tions from Associated Milk Producers at 
$397,000 to all Republican candidates 
and Nixon,- and $334,400 to all 
Democrats. 


It also said that contributions came 


from political organizations for the 
National Council of Farmer Coopera- 
tives -$4,500 to Republicans and $1,000 
to Democrats; Dairymen Inc., —$91,000 


Nixon needs physical 


WASHINGTON (AP) -White House 


physician Walter Tkach says he plans to 
ask President Nixon to make an ap- 
pointment for a long overdue physical 
examination. 


Tkach noted Monday that the 


President had been scheduled for a 
medical examination at Bethesda Naval 
Medical Center on Dec. 18 but delayed it 
on grounds he was too busy. 


to Republicans and $141.000 to

men Inc., —$84,500 to Republicans and 
$137,000 to Dmocrats. 


In a related development, an or- 


ganization called Project on Corporate 
Responsibility Inc., owner of two shares 
of Gulf Oil Corp. stock, demanded that 
Gulf's board of directors recover 
damages from corporate officers fined 
as a result of illegal campaign con- 
tributions in the 1972 campaign. Gulf 
pleaded guilty to making illegal cor- 
porate contributions to the presidential 
campaigns of Nixon, Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson, D-Wash., and Rep. Wilbur D. 
Mills, D-Ark. 


The organization said Gulf received 


$5,000 in fines, sustained various legal 
fees and other expenses and "the loss of 
good will ... by reason of its conviction 
which may reach many millions of 
dollars." 


Gulf had no immediate comment on 


the demand. 


The Project on Corporate Respon- 


sibility was formed with a stated intent 
of trying to make corporations more 
responsive to its stockholders and the 
public. 


Erasing of 
tape cited 
by experts 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Technical 


experts reported today that the 18- 
minute gap in one of the subpoenaed 
Watergate tapes was caused by "the 
process of erasing and rerecording at 
least five, and perhaps as many as nine, 
separate and contiguous segments." 


In a report to U.S. District Judge John 


J. Sirica the experts said the gap "could 
not have been produced by any single, 
continuous operation." 


They also said that recovery of any 


speech that was obliterated "is not 
possible by any method known to us." 


Sirica scheduled a hearing for 1:45 


p.m. EDT to hear additional testimony 
from the experts. 


They did not speculate whether the 


gap was caused by deliberate or ac- 
cidental actions. 
* 


Their report appeared to eliminate 


the possiblity that President Nixon's 
secretary,' Rose Mary Woods, could 
.have inadvertently erased a segment 
when she accidentally pushed the 
record button when interrupted by a 
telephone call while trying to transcribe 
the tape of a June 20, *1972 conversation 
between the President and his aide H. 
R. Haldeman. 


Miss Woods had testified she thought 


she might have caused at least part of 
the gap when she pushed that button and 
possibly inadvertently kept her foot on a 
foot pedal that operated the machine- 


But the experts said their examination 


showed conclusively that the gap could 
not have been produce'd fay a single 
continuous operation. They said whether 
the foot pedal was used or not "the 
recording controls must have been 
operated by hand in the making of each 
segment." 


The tones which formed the buzz "do 


not appear to be caused by normal 
machine operations," the experts said. 


They also said they believe that 


conversation had been recorded on the 
obliterated segment. 


"Can the speech be recovered?," the 


report said "we think not. We know of no 
technique that could recover intelligible 
speech from the buzz section.'' 


The experts said that in their 


examination of the tape they used 
computers, instruments for measuring 
frequency spectra and waveforms, 
techniques for "developing" magnetic 
marks that can be seen and measured 
directly on the tape, techniques for 
measuring 
the

characteristics of recorders and statis- 
tical methods for analyzing experimen- 
tal results. 
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Training schools 
target of new law 


What may turn out to be one of the 


great milestones in the history of the 
U.S. consumer movement road through 
Congress and into law virtually unno- 
ticed late last year on the coattails of the 
1973 Alaska Pipeline authorization bill. 


The measure was an amendment to 


the 1914 Federal Trade Commission Act 
and, in the words of a brilliant young 
U.S. government official, "is potentially 
as important" as the most basic anti- 
trust and consumer protection laws of 
our land. 


Yet, the probability is that few of 


you-including the most vigilant con- 


. summer advocates—are even aware that 
- the historic legislation is on our statute 


books. To give you a quick grasp of what 
the amendment says and could mean, 
consider the following composite case 


- history of one of the most vicious traps 


endangering the American consumer 
today. 


Premise high paying jobs 


An organization of high-pressure 


promoters (or outright swindlers) puts 
together an alluring campaign promis- 
ing big-paying jobs for those who sign 
up for an expensive training program 


- in, say, heavy machinery operation, 


computer programming, nursing, etc. 
The course costs several hundred 
dollars and is offered on credit. 
Thousands respond, send in checks (or 
down payments), sign contracts to pay 
the rest. Then they turn up for training. 


But either the training turns out to be 


utterly inadequate to equip them for the 
promised jobs-or the "training school" 
can't even be found. The promoters 
have sold the contracts to a finance * 
company, paid off all the company's 
officials handsomely and filed for 
bankruptcy. 


In the past, the Federal Trade 


Commission-die consumer's top polic- 
ing agency against deceptive advertis- 
ing and promotion, fraudulent practices 
by business and'consumer gyps in 
general-handled swindles of this sort 
by issuing a "cease and desist" order. 


^But this merely invited a backlash of 
'appeals, endless legal delays, shopping 
" for judges on appeal, and the like. The 
. agonizing result has been that it has 
taken as long as a decade to put even a 
flagrant racketeer out of business-act 
in jail, mind you, just out of the 
business he was in. 


,- In fact, really professional gypsters 


have managed to keep one long step 
ahead of the law in individual states just 


. by moving their businesses from state 


to state whenever the complaints ap- 


peared to be getting too loud for their" 
comfort. 


Now, though, under the new FTC Act 


amendment, 
the 
FTC may 
go 


immediately to one of our U.S. district 
courts and-armed with reasonably 
solid evidence that a racketeer is 
seriously 
deceiving 
us 
in 
the 


marketplace via his ads, promotions, 
come-ons, sales pitches-slap an in- 
junction on the violator. The injunction 
may be temporary or permanent but the 
vital point is that it can immediately 
halt 
the 
fraudulent 
operation, 


immediately provide protection for the 
public. The district judge, under the 
new provision, may move just as 
rapidly as he wishes or as the situation 
warrants. 


"This new power," says one legal 


observer, "could open up a new chapter 
in the protection of the public if the FTC 
takes advantage of it." 


In addition, punishment has been 


sharply increased. Under the "cease 
and desist" system, a person violating 
the order is subject to a civil penalty (a 
fine). Under the new amendment, a 
violator of an injunction could be jailed 
within a matter of days if the district 
judge puts on the pressure. 


With living costs soaring and jobless- 


ness spreading in 1974, it's a certainty 
that swindlers will be operating on a 
grand scale. Consumer frauds-par- 
ticilarly those appealing to individuals ' 
looking for business opportunities or job 
training and families trying to save 
money every way they can-will reach 
an all-time peak. This "injunction 
power" then could be crucial consumer 
protection. 


Success demands fast action 


How soon, though, will the Federal 


Trade Commission use its new powers 
to fight the racketeers? That depends on 
how soon evidence of individual con- 
sumer deceptions, misrepresentations 
and gyps are brought to the FTC's 
attention. And that in turn depends t>n 
how awakened and aggressive are the 
consumer protection agencies and Bet- 
ter Business Bureaus across the land. 
And that, in turn, depends on you, the 
target. 


The FTC has regional offices in 11 


cities: Atlanta, 
Boston, 
Chicago, 


Cleveland, Dallas, Kansas City (Mo.), 
Los Angeles, New York, San Francisco, 
Seattle and Washington, D.C. If you 
have evidence of a serious deception or 
gyp bring it to the nearest FTC office.

Cow milk sensitivity 
not only colic cause 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: My little girl was 


always colicky from birth on. We finally 
found she was allergic to milk, but she 
was not put on soy bean milk until she 
was seven months old. 


She now is more comfortable but still 


has signs of allergy (persistent cough, 
sneezing, etc.). Why? -Mrs. K.L. 


For the benefit of other readers, 


remember that sensitivity to cow's milk 
is not the only cause of colic, but it 
certainly is one. 


To answer your question: You've 


.found that cow's milk is one thing that 
your little girl can't tolerate. But she 
.still has some signs of allergy. 


Why? Because, while one allergy may 


be dominant in a given patient, it is 
rather seldom ~that only one allergy 
exists. There usually are others along 
with it but in varying degreeof inten- 
sity. 


My advice is to keep a "food diarvV to 


see if you can't discover a pattern 
showing other things.to which she is 
allergic. Or it may not be foods. She 
may be allergic to wool, feathers, dust, 
etc. 
. If you can't make any headway on 
your own, you may find it advisable to 
consult an allergist. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: What makes 


mucus in the colon? Is it serious and is 
there a cure for it? Are colonies a cure"* 
-A.G. 
.* 


The problem goes under the name of 


mucous colitis, an ailment which tends 
to become chronic and a continuing 
problem unless it is controlled. 


"Colonies," by which I presume you 


mean enemas or "colonic irrigations," 
are not a cure, any more than washing 
the inside of your nose can cure a cold. 
The mucus is there as a response to 
irritation, and it is the irritation, not the 
mucus, that needs removal. 
.Frankly, mucous colitis is not a 
simple ailment to treat and don't expect 
success in a hurry. I think you will 
benefit, however, by sending 25 cents 
and a long, stamped, self-addressed 
envelope for a copy of my booklet, 
"Colitis and Kindred Complaints." 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: My husband, 59, 


has diabetes and takes 50 rag DBI three 
tunes a day. He also is on a 1,500-calorie 
diet I would like to know how to tell if 
he is having too much of either one, 
calories or medication. —Mrs. J.A. 


Frequent urine tests are the usual 


means of making sure that the patient's 
balance of food and medication is 
maintained. If he is getting too much 
DBI, urine tests would be negative for 
usgar, along with symptoms of low 
Blood sugar (hunger, giddiness, weak- 
ness, etc.) and possibly diarrhea. 


If he is getting an inadequate diet, it 


would be apparent in hunger and loss of 
weight. If his diet is excessive, then he 
would gain weight or show sugar in the 
urine. 


Periodic blood sugar tests by his 


doctor also would be important. One 
tip: Taking only a fasting blood sugar 
test (before breakfast) does not always 
give an adequate picture of the situa- 
tion. Added tests in the late morning or 
in the afternoon can be revealing, since 
the patient's balance may vary at 
different times of the day. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have read 


about the success of acupuncture treat- 
ments for nerve deafness. Since I have 
this problem, I would like to look into it 
further. I would like your opinion — 
Mrs. A.J.C. 


* 
I can't help you because not enough is 


known about acupuncture in this 
country. But I am highly suspicious as 
to its ability to restore nerves that have 
degenerated. And I remain suspicious 
when so many farflung claims are made 
for any treatment —especially since, for 
all that has been said about acupunc- 
ture, we are still without any explana- 
tion as to why or how it is supposed to 
work.

nedy's philosophy that enabled her to 
survive major personal tragedies. "It 
does no good and can do much harm," 
she has written, "to nurse grief or, in 
morbid outrage at Fate, to turn one's 
back on the blessings and opportunities 
of life—None of us should ever allow 
ourselves to be crippled by the past; and 
even as I write these'words, I am 
thinking of the f uture. 


"I have come to accept the idea that 


gossip and slander and denunciation 
and even vilification are part of the 
price one pays for being in public life." 
So writes the woman who was the 
daughter of a congressman and mayor 
of Boston; the wife of a financier and 
ambassador; and the mother of senators 
and a President. When each of her sons 
married, she reveals, "I made sure to 
warn the bride in advance of what she 
was in for." 


The former Rose Fitzgerald as a 


young girl was a bright student who won 
scholastic honors, ranked high in her 
class in high school and was only 15 
when she was graduated. During her 
55-year marriage, her contributions 
were primarily "to be a good wife and 
companion, a good homemaker and 
above all a good mother, with 
everything those challenging and prac- 
tically limitless terms imply." 


On the lighter side, Mrs. Kennedy has 


recounted her debut at 18, how her 
father's chauffeur aided her romance 
with Joseph Kennedy, her inability to 
understand football, and the impor- 
tance, when her children were small, of 
the old-fashioned front porch of their 
home where her children played "in the 
fresh air in safety and with the full 
panorama of neighborhood life to enter- 
'tain them." 


"According to Department of Health, 


Education and Welfare estimates, there 
are more than two million female al- 
coholics in this country," writes Judith 
Ramsey in a current family magazine 
article on women and alcoholism. 


Within recent years, women have 


accounted for the largest increase in the 
drinking problem. While 10 years ago 
they represented 20 per cent of the 
alcoholic population, today, Ramsey 
finds "that figure is 25 per cent and 
rising rapidly." 


Compounding the statistics is the 


belief that the actual incidence of female 
alcoholism is probably much higher 
than the estimates. 


"The first and most crucial step in 


treatment," states Ramsey, "is for" the 
woman alcoholic to admit her condition 
and to seek help." 


For advanced alcoholism hospitaliza- 


tion for detoxification is sometimes 
required. 


"The usual procedure," writes Ram- 


sey, "is to give sedative or tranquilizing 
drugs to reduce tremors and prevent 
seizures and delirium tremors during 
the withdrawal period." Supportive 
care also is administered including 
treatment of associated diseases, the 
taking of high-poter.cy vitamins for 
malnutrition, the reestablishment of 
fluid and electrolyte balance, and emo- 
tional therapy. 


At times, drugs such as Antabuse 


(disulfuram) are used. 


"The person who consumes alcohol 


within five days after taking Antabuse 
develops violently unpleasant symp- 
toms, including diarrhea, vomiting and 
stomach cramps." However, most 


physicians, she said, feel Antabuse to be 
most effective when taken in conjunc- 
tion with counseling or other types of 
therapy. 


Emotional support is most important 


in treating alcoholism. Alcoholics 
Anonymous is probably the main group 
providing this support. According to 
Ramsey, A.A. has a most impressive 
success rate — 75 per cent of those 
participating in the program are 
recovering. For relatives and friends of 
alcoholics there is Al-Anon; for the 
teen-age children of alcoholics, Alateen. 


As stated in the magazine, "Al- 


coholism is a disease that nobody has to 
have.'

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Captured oil fields 
may slow peace talks 


WASHINGTON-The sudden explosion 


in the price of Middle Eastern oil is 
adding a dangerous new obstacle to 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger's 
efforts to end the 25-year Arab-Israeli 
war. 


The reason lies in Israel's prospective 


"loss" of close to one billion dollars a - 
year of crude oil in the Sinai Belayim 
field seized from Egypt in the 1967 
six-day war and pumped by Israel ever 
since. 


Israel is now staggering under a huge 


foreign debt, rising inflation and the 
exorbitant costs of the Yom Kippur war. 
Now it faces the necessity of buying 
foreign oil in place of the lost Sinai 
production at prohibitively expensive 
prices. 


Would cost $7M million yearly 


That price has almost Quadrupled 


since the Yom Kippur war and is now 
fluctuating in the range of $12 to $17 a 
barrel. At its present Israeli consump- 
tion rate, and at a cost of only $15 per 
barrel, Israel would be shelling out over 
$700 million a year just to keep even 
with its present consumption of 130,000 
barrels a day. 


"The hottest sleeper in the Middle 


East today is not the Arab oil embargo 
or the Suez Canal," says one shrewd oil 
man. "It's how Israef can be forced to 
give back the oil wells it took from 
Egypt seven years ago." 


The wells seized in 1967 are located 


about 100 miles south of Suez Citv along 
the east coast of the Gulf of Suez, both 
on land and in shallow gulf waters. 
Other wells in Suez gulf waters are still 
in Egyptian hands. In 1969, King 
Resources of Denver, Colo., a major 
industrial and mining concern, sent an 
oil rig from Canada toward the Gulf of 
Suez under contract to Israel for 
offshore drilling. 


Before it arrived, however, the Italian 


government, which holds the major 
concession in Sinai's Belayim field, 
privately but forcefully protested that it 
would violate international law. Israel 
backed off its illegal exploration and the 
rig returned to Canada. 


The explosive question of the Sinai oil 


has not yet reached the negotiating 
table in Geneva. Indeed, it will not 
become a major issue until after the 
first Israeli-Egyptian agreement has 
been achieved: the separation-of-forces 
deal which Kissinger is trying to nego- 
tiate on his current visit to Egypt and 
Israel. 


No matter what deal Kissinger can 


make to move the Israeli army out of 
its positions on the west bank of the 
Suez 
Canal, 
that 
preliminary 


withdrawal will not include giving up 
the rich Belayim oil field. That would 
wait for the second or third stage of 
what President Nixon and virtually the 
enure world want Israel to do: 
withdraw from,all but insubstantial 
portions of the Egyptian territorv seized 
in 1967. 


But once that stage is reached, Israel 


will have only one apparent source for 
replacement: oil-rich Iran. It is incon- 
ceivable that any Arab oil state would 
agree to sell oil to Israel until after 
Israeli withdrawal not only from the 
Sinai but also from major "portions of 
the west bank of Jordan and the Syrian 
Golan Heights-and perhaps not then. 


In fact, so long as the issue of the 


Palestinian refugees is unresolved, it is 
dubious in the extreme that any Arab 
state would supply oil to Israel, whose 
consumption has increased more than 
50 per cent since the 1967 war. 


Fear Israel will keep oil areas 


The fear in Egypt, still unpublicized, 


is that Israel's intention to hang onto 
the Belayim field is grossly underes- 
timated here. This may explain the 
blatant threats which have been ap- 
pearing 
recently 
in Mohammed 


Hassenin Heykel's newspaper, 
Al 


Ahram. On Dec. 28, for example, the 
influential Cairo editor wrote ominously 
that following Egyptian successes in the 
"fourth round"" last October, Israel 
faces "a disaster in the fifth round, a 
holocaust in the sixth round and the end 
of everything in the seventh round." 


Perhaps with the Belayim oil in mind, 


Heykel predicted a mood of "obstinacv 


to the point of self-destruction" in Israel 
in the coming months. These black 
sentiments mean only one thing: that 
whatever the trials of Kissinger in 
arranging the first-stage withdrawal, 
they will be dangerously multiplied for 
the second and subsequent stages, and 
Sinai oil will be a principal reason.

Fox Cities expressway plan still valid

OSHKOSH - UK Fox Cities' 10-year-old plan for 


entwining the area with a network of expressways to 
facilitate traffic in 2000 is still valid, even if traffic 
projections are reduced by 50 per cent in light of the 
energy crisis, regional planners said Monday afternoon. 


Transportation planners from East-Central Wisconsin 


Regional Planning Commission and representatives of the 
Wisconsin Department of Transportation and the depart- 
ment's highway division reasserted the importance of the 
expressways in an informational meeting before county 
and municipal leaders from the Fox Valley area. 


The DOT and East-Central have been cooperating for the 


past four years on a Fox Cities area transportation study 
which is scheduled to be completed in February. 


Charles Ryan, highway division engineer, Green Bay, 


said that then the state and local units of government 


could begin the jurisdictional study to determine who 
should have responsibility for what roads. Some Ou- 
tagamie County officials claimed they were told some time 
ago that that study already was under way and was to be 
completed next month. 


East-Central planners David Stringham and James 


Malloy outlined the expressway plan using giant maps of 
the Fox Cities and overlays to show the traffic pressure on 
the existing road network with and without the expressway 
system in 2000. 


Malloy, transportation planner, said the pressure 


without the expressway would be unbearable on several 
portions of the existing road network, including a portion 
of U.S. 41 between Neenah and Appleton, certain roads in 
the Town of Menasha which will har,1le the new Little 
Lake Butte des Mom bridge traffic, and many of the 
bridges crossing the Fox. 


"You have many complicated problems developing on 


your present street and bridge system" without the 


expressway system, he said. "And it extends from one end 
of the Fox Valley area to the other end of the Fox Valley 
area." 


He said that even if 50 per cent of the traffic projection 


for the year 2000 is eliminated because of changing travel 
habits brought on by the energy crisis, the expressways 
still can be justified. 


The expressways include the Tri-County from 41 at 


Neenah and Menasha east into Calumet County and curv- 
ing north across E. College Avenue to French Road and to 
41 north of Little Chute. That expressway would be about 
12 miles long and be in Outagamie and Winnebago coun- 
ties as well. 


The other expressways are the W. College Avenue, west 


from 41 to the airport and north to U.S. 10, two miles; the 
E. College Avenue, from Appleton east to State 55, six 
miles, and the State 55 Expressway, north and south 
through Kaukauna and Combined Locks, 5.7 miles. 


Roy C. Willey Jr., East-Central executive director, said 


the transportation plan was at a point where it would be 
brought more and more before the public and public 
officials. The plan was started by the former Fox Valley 
Council of Governments, which East-Central succeeded 
about 20 months ago. 


Ryan said the state highway commission had intended to 


participate in the meeting, but couldn't because of a 
conflict. However, he assured that it was sensitive to the 
expressways and the need for them. 


He said funding is a problem, and that the state is in the 


embarrassing situation of having committed more funds 
than it has for fiscal 1974, but he was confident that 
funding would be available in the future. 


Clarence Lamers, a trustee 
from Little Chute, 


complained that his community was being held up in 
developing areas because of reservations of land for the 
proposed expressway. 


Ryan said the expresssway could mean that manv 


individual developments could be hurt.

Proclaiming today "Liberation Day"

to the executive; 


• Directing the finance committee to 


get a complete accounting of the 
revenue sharing fund "and its poten- 
tial," and recommend to the county 
board in February plans for commit- 
ment of those funds; 


• Asking the board to hold up 


Woehler's remodeling plans to convert 
the safety building basement into a 
data processing center at least until 
April, 1975; 


• Asking the board to refuse to con- 


firm a Woehler appointment to the 
special library study committee, and 


• Asking that all remodeling at the 


County Health Center be held up "until 


the trustees change the administrative 
head." 


Relations between Woehler and 


DeLaHunt never were extremelv close 
and DeLaHunt admitted that he and 
Woehler have not talked to each other, 
except on official business, for the last 
several months. However, this is the 
first time DeLaHunt has publicly ad- 
mined that differences exist. 


He told the board that part of the 


reason for his problems as chairman is 
that he finds it "difficult to argue" and 
that rather than get involved in heated 
arguments he has been willing to 
compromise.

Mrs. Patterson said the old policy was 


ineffective because it was not as 
humane as the new one and as a result 
teachers were reluctant or unwilling to 
implement it. The new policy incor- 
porates rehabilitative and punitive 
measures. 


The old policy also was too general to 


be effective, according to Boettcher. It 
involved the administrator, the parent 
and possibly medical help.

member Kenneth Sager 


expressed concern that the new policy 
goes after symptoms and not causes of 
the drug problem. Boettcher agreed, 
but said the existence of the symptoms 
must be reckoned with because they are 
disruptive.

Robert Miller has requested. 


Miller, in a report to the Street and 


Sanitation Committee Monday, said it is 
possible that the state "may in the not 
too distant future require literal enfor- 
cement of the state plummbing code 
which calls for storm sewer connections 
for all properties. If this in fact hap- 
pens, the cost of compliance will 
increase the cost of storm sewer cons- 
truction. This will be particularly true 
in those areas where storm sewers must 
be installed after the streets are 
improved." 


The city recently set street and 


sidewalk construction policies. Miller 
thinks it is now time to set a storm 


sewer construction policy, not only 
because of possible state plumbing code 
enforcement, but because current 
policy makes possible inequitable en- 
forcement of the city's clear water in- 
filtration program "in that some people 
would be required to connect to storm 
sewers where available and others 
could be permitted to perpetuate at- 
grade storm discharges." 


The latter would, in most cases, be 


less expensive than the former. 


In the case of College Avenue, 


between Drew Street and Badger 
Avenue where the city has thus far 
concentrated its clear water infiltration 
elimination program, there is no 
problem of inequities. A storm sewer 
runs along the avenue. 


But when city enforcement crews 


move to Wisconsin Avenue, they will 
find that part of the commercial stretch 
is covered by storm sewers while other 
parts are not. 


Aid. Edward Maloney (9th) said he 


could .see the city requiring storm sewer

Son hallucinating when he told 
of murders, Henley's mother says 


HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) -The mother of 


a teen-ager charged with six counts of 
murder in the sex-torture slayings of 27 
youths says her son was hallucinating 
during the time police took his 
statements. 


Mary Pauline Henley told a pretrial 


hearing on Monday her son, Elmer 
Wayne Henley, was "sick... incoherent" 
when she visited him in jail last Aug. 9, 
one day after his arrest. 


Henley's defense lawyers contend 


officers denied the 17-year-old a chance 
to obtain legal advice before he made 
statements. 


Henley is to stand trial on a charge of 


murder in the death of Charles Rav 
Cobble, 17. 


The hearing resumes today with the 


defense expected to continue efforts to 
block admission in the upcajning trial of 
Henley's statements to police. 


Prosecution lawyers have said 


Henley's statements, taken Aug. 9, are 
crucial to their case. Their contents have 
not been released. 


District Court Judge William Hatten 


said the pretrial hearing could take as 
long as two weeks. Jury selection will 
begin after the hearing. 


In testimony Monday, Mrs. Henley 


said her son was "hallucinating —seeing 
people who weren't there and doors 
opening from the wrong side. He would 
see people standing at the open door, 
standing there laughing at him, and then 
the door would close again." 


Mrs. Henley said she received a 


telephone call from her son last Aug. 8 
telling her he had killed Dean Arnold 
Corll, 33, and was being held by police. 


Henley called officers in suburban 


Pasadena on Aug. 8 and told them he 
shot Corll during a sex and paint-sniffing 
party at CorlPs home. 


Police said Henley and David Owen 


Brooks, 18, led officers to the bodies 
buried at three different sites. Brooks is 
charged in four of the slayings. Brooks 
and Henley allegedly procured teen- 
agers for Corll. 


Mrs. Henley said that on Aug. 9 


"Wayne had called me from Pasadena 
and said he had signed everything they 
had wanted him to and that f could meet 
him (at the Houston police station) with 
a doctor and lawyer." 


Another witness Monday, lawyer 


Samuel Plotkin, testified Mrs. Henley 
hired him to defend her son last Aug. 9 
just before she went to the Pasadena 
police station to see Henley. 


Plotkin, who said he had represented 


Mrs. Henley in a 1970 divorce case 
against the defendant's father, said he 
called Pasadena police that same day. 
Under cross-examination, Plotkin said 
he was unable to say if he told detectives 
not to question his client. * 


"I can't say with positive certainty," 


Plotkin said. "I did say I was his 
attorney and I was coming out there. I 
asked them not to coerce the boy." 


Plotkin said that, before he could go to 


Pasadena, Henley was mtjved to Hous- 
ton. When he arrived at the Houston 
station, Plotkin said, Henley had been 
taken to San Augustine, Tex., where four 
bodies were unearthed. 


Minister with no hands building 
village for retarded adults 


CAMP VERDE, Ariz." (AP) -With 


aluminum hooks replacing the hands he 
once clasped in prayer, a minister has 
returned to Arizona's mountains to 
finish building a community for re- 
tarded adults. 


The Rev. Ralph Showers, 37, was 


critically burned last September when 
he touched a 7,200-voIt power line while 
hauling a small, donated barn to his 
project here. 


The electrical load burned an 8-inch 


triangle into the American Baptist 
minister's back and exited through his 
hands, physicians said. 


The Rev. Mr. Showers said that at that 


moment he saw God as a shadowy face 
through some dark window. He said he 
talked with Him. 


"I wasn't angry with Him and I argued 


with Him. I laid it on Him and took my 
chances. I told him I really believed God 
had led me to do this work and that it 
wasn't fair to take my life, my family, 
my project and throw them down the 
tubes. 


"He heard. He said, 'Okay, Ralph.' 


Tnen the electricity stopped." 


The Rev. Mr. Showers was saved, but 


not his hands. They were amputated six 
inches below both elbows. 


So with metal hooks instead of hands, 


he returned to the 10 acres where he is 


creating a country home for retarded 
persons. 


The minister hauls lumber with the 


hooks, helps feed horses, holds nails and 
jokes that he can't mash his thumb with 
a hammer. 


"It's a hard way to look at it, but losing 


my hands has been very beneficial to me 
personally," he said. "My wife is closer, 
my sons are closer now because I need 
them." 


His community, Rainbow Acres, will 


be ready for the first of its two dozen 
retarded occupants by March 1, he says. 


The Rev. Mr. Showers, a psychology 


graduate from Arizona State University 
and the California Baptist Seminary, left 
his ministry job last June. Accompanied 
by the Rev. Larry Goehner, the two 
brought their families to Arizona to 
build the community. 


The Rev. Mr. Showers hopes the two 


dozen occupants can be taught by senior 
citizens sidelined by society and 
retirement. 


He said the retarded residents will be 


taught a country skill, maybe raising 
vegetables. Each will be allowed to 
develop his trade until he can become 


independent from family financing and 
government grants. 


But there will be no graduates from 


Rainbow Acres, he said. Each resident 
will become a lifetime citizen.

"Hardship", the regulations say, 


"means a situation involving or poten- 
tially involving substantial discomfort 
or danger and-or economic dislocation." 


In effect, the system rations major 


petroleum products right down to the 
final consumer, with one major excep- 
tion: gasoline. 


The Nixon administration has ordered 


creation of a standby gasoline-rationing 
system but has not yet decided whether 
to use it.

final regulations, which took effect just 
sbefore midnight, were accompanied by 
a flip-flop of FEO interpretation.

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MILWAUKEE (AP) - Say hello to 


Wisconsin's new rent relief law, which 
went into effect today. 


But don't be surprised if it doesn't 


respond. 


Just about everybody who knows 


anything about it will admit that, well, 
they really don't know anything about it, 
and what tt will mean for tenants and 
landlords throughout the state. 


Tfie new law was part of the state 


budget passed by the legislature last 
year. It says any owner of rental 
property whose 1973 property taxes were 
lower than the previous year's has to 
reduce the rent by a dollar amount equal 
to that decrease. 


And that's all it says. Nothing about 


how it's to be done, what property is or 
is not covered, who should enforce the 
law, what the penalties are. 


The law, a little-noticed paragraph in 


the bulky budget bill, caught many 
people by surprise. And after they found 
out what was in it, many landlords didn't 
like it. A group of property owners, 
primarily from the Milwaukee area, has 
filed suit challenging the law's consti- 
tutionality. 


The Wisconsin Supreme Court has 


!2hcr. original jurisdiction in the case, 
initiated by the Building Owners and 
Managers Association of Milwaukee and 
about 30 other groups or individuals. 
Arguments are scheduled before the 
court on March 1. 


Atty. Gen. Robert Warren had publicly 


attacked the law, and he later withdrew 
from the case, saying he would be forced 
to admit that no one had authority over 
the new statutue. 


A private attorney has been appointed 


a special counsel to represent the state 
in the case.

MVD 24, the administrative rule relat- 
ing to motor vehicle trade practices

said the hearing will be concerned 
primarily with two controversial points 
of the original rule, one. of which was 
suspended last July 9 by the legisla- 
ture's joint committee for review of 
administrative rules. 


In the original rule, MVD 24.03(5) 


required dealers to inform prospective 
buyers of previous damages the car had 
sustained as well as existing known 
defects at the time of sale. 


The revised version would substitute 


a 30-pomt informational checklist of 
"symptoms" such as leakage of oil, 
water, or transmission fluid, cracked or 
welded frames, cracked blocks or 
transmission and drive shaft cases, as 
well as other structural or mechanical 
defects which exist at the time of sale. 


A proposed revision of Chapter 


24.04(6) submitted by the Wisconsin 
Auto Trades Association (WATA) would 
broaden the price guarantee portion for 
new car sales to include 
fleet 


purchasers in addition to private in- 
dividuals. Under the original rule, 
manufacturers were prohibited from 
passing on price increases to buyers 
after a purchase contract had been 
executed and the vehicle ordered from 
the factory. 


Peterson said the hearing will con- 


sider revisions recommended by the 
division, as well as proposals submitted 
by WATA, and suggestions of the 
legislative rules committee. 


The new rule would also bring the 


dealer code into conformance with the 
federal odometer law, which requires 
all 
owners 
to 
furnish

statements to buyers. MVD 24 addi- 
tionally requires dealers to retain such 
prior owners mileage statements, to 
post in a conspicuous place on each 
vehicle offered for sale a notification of 
the odometer reading at the time the 
vehcile was obtained by the dealer, a 
certification of whether or not the 
reading is known to be accurate, to 
show the prior owners statement to the 
buyer, and that the name and address of 
the prior owner is available upon 
request. 


McCanna said that law has gone into 


effect all right, but since it doesn't 
include any provisions for administra- 
tion, no one knows what to do about it. 


"Unless the courts determine that 


some agency could administer the law, 
I see the need for additional legislation 
to give the law some more teeth," be 
added. 


For example, though McCanna said 


some of those who pushed for passage of 
the provision spoke in terms only of 
residential property, "the law is quite 
general, it applies to all property." 


"Or it seems to apply to all property," 


he added. "I don't know how the courts 
will interpret it." 


Robert Reitman, executive vice 


president of the Milwaukee Board of 
Realtors, said he was getting dozens of 
. calls Monday from people who wanted to 
know what to do about the new law. 


"I tell them I can't tell them what to 


do because nobody knows," he said 
"Until the government comes out with 
some instructions, I don't see how they 
ran do anything." 


Roger Cobb, chief adviser to the 


Milwaukee Tenants Union, said his 
group had received about 100 inquiries 
on the law, including some from small 
landlords who said they would reduce 
their rent. And the state of Wisconsin, a 
major tenant in its own right, has 


informed landlords that it wants a 
reduction on the property it rents. 


But most people are taking a wait and 


see attitude pending the Supreme 
Court's decision. Jack Recht, partner in 
a firm which operates some 3,000 rental 
units in the Milwaukee area, said he 
hasn't received a call on the matter from 
any of his tenants. Bill Schreiber, vice 
president of A. O. Grootemat, Mil- 
waukee, said his firm had received only 
a few queries. 


"Certainly, we want to follow the 


law," said Schreiber. "However, *we 
don't know how to interpret it so we're 
going to the Supreme Court to ask them 
to interpret the law for us-if they can-or 


to tell us what to do." 


Recht criticized the concept of passing 


tax relief along through rent reductions, 
and said be thought it would be declared 
unconstitutional.

"I think if they want to give a general 


tax refund to everyone they ought to do 
it and not call it a property tax rebate," 
he said. "Most anyone you talk to who 
has anything to do with the state, or with 
real estate, is pretty much of the opinion 
that it's going to be washed down." 


Cobb said the Milwaukee Tenants 


Union is considering filing a brief in the 
case. 


"What particularly annoys us with the 


landlords' suit is that it's really a 
complete denial of the fact that tenants 
pay property taxes through rent," he 
said. "If you read the briefs, the 


overriding concept is that somehow 
money is being taken away from 
landlords." 


"It's not just a simple little thing-it's 


complicated," said Reitman. "It's a 
monster to administer, and I think it's 
unfair to a landlord."

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Price Control Nonsense 


Price controls cause disruptions in the nation's economy 


which in the end may be much more serious than higher 
prices for the goods under control. 


Here are two examples from an article in Industry Week 


magazine: 


The oil industry desperately needs to drill more wells for 


oil and gas. Yet suddenly it cannot buy drill pipe and 
casing. It is estimated that 200 wells in Texas alone will go 
undrilled this year because of a lack of tubular steel used 
to make pipe and casing. And why is tubular steel in short 
supply? Because the Cost of Living Council has granted 
price increases on sheet steel but not on tubular steel. One 
of the major uses of sheet steel incidentally is for the 
automobiles which consume the oil which can't be drilled 
for. 


The Missouri Pacific Railroad uses about 4,300 freight 


car wheels a month in its maintenance program. But 
currently it can obtain only 2,800 to 3,800 wheels from 
domestic suppliers. So Missouri Pacific is purchasing 
wheels from Europe. Why? 


The price of products made from carbon scrap is con- 


trolled, although the price of scrap is not. Carbon scrap 
has gone up in price about $60 per ton in the last six 
months. U. S. firms cannot afford to use our scrap for 
products whose prices are controlled. But foreign firms 
are buying our scrap, shipping it across the Atlantic, 
making it into railroad car wheels, shipping the wheels 
back across the Atlantic and selling them in the United 
States at uncontrolled prices. 


Exporting our scrap brings on further disruptions. For 


every two pounds of scrap we sell abroad we must buy one 
pound of iron in Venezuela because we are only 50 per cent 
self-sufficient in iron. If it contains alloys like nickel, 
chrome or manganese we must buy these from Canada, 
Africa or India, for we have none of our own. 


Our own paper industry is in a serious bind because the 


price of pulp is controlled in the United States, en- 
couraging Canada to sell pulp abroad. 


The more the federal government gets into the business 


of managing the economy the worse economic conditions 
become. 


Formosa lives on 


When President Nixon parted the bamboo curtain and 


started the train of events which led to the replacement of 
the Nationalist Chinese with the Communists in the United 
Nations, there was some despair on Taiwan. But the disin- 
tegration of the country hasn't yet occurred. It probably 
won't. 


The Nationalists removed their own diplomats from 


countries which admitted ambassadors from Peking. That in 
itself was a mistake in that Taiwan had little clout to 
influence other capitals once the United States leaders were 
dealing with those in Peking. But Washington has continued 
full diplomatic recognition of the government in Taipei as 
representative of that island. Although President Nixon 
acknowledged that Taiwan was the rightful property of 
China, he has tried with a certain amount of success to have 
it both ways. Washington has not given up its defense 
commitment to Taiwan and it continues to encourage 
American investment in Taiwan. 


Taiwan's economy which had a remarkable growth in the 


years after the Nationalists fled there and received massive 
United States aid for a time, has continued to improve. The 
Taiwanese, both the natives and those of Chinese 
background, keep improving their standards of living. 
Taiwan has broken off diplomatic relations with many 
nations but it continues trade missions, information offices, 
business concerns, sports and cultural missions. It has even 
improved some relations —with the Philippines and Sin- 
gapore, for instance —by sending aid in time of need. A 
Taiwan Trade Association office was recently opened in 
London. Its trade with Japan remains far more than the 
latter's with Peking. And, ideologies notwithstanding, 
economic issues often do control such things as war and 
peace. 


Conditions could get tougher for Taiwan. It was recently 


expelled from the Asian Games Federation because of some 
other members' attitudes. If the Association of Southeast 
Asian Nations establishes full diplomatic and economic ties 
with Peking, it might influence some of the members to 
turn a cold shoulder toward Taipei. Peking is demanding 
that Japan bar the Chinese Nationalist airlines as a condi- 
tion for jVint air service between Peking and Tokyo. 


But if Taiwan can maintain economic health and growth, 


it might survive until such a time as Chiang Kai-shek and 
Mao Tse-tung pass on. Then it will be possible for leaders 
in both areas to take another look at future relations and ties 
without too much attention to the fears and hatreds of the 
past. 


Footnote to Watergate 


The parole of three Cuban exiles after serving 15 months 


for their part in the Watergate break-in should not become 
just a footnote in the case. Whose bright idea was it to lie to 
the three that Castro-related intelligence was to be found in 
the Democratic national headquarters? 


Eugenio Martinez, Frank Sturgis and Virgilio Gonzalez 


were recruited for the burglary by Bernard Barker. All had 
been involved in anti-Castro activities, and Barker told the 
three more of the same was to be involved at Watergate. For 
his part, Barker says for the record that he still believes it. 


This is surely the most cynical chapter in the whole sordid 


Watergate story. The coming Watergate trials should 
determine how far up in the apparatus the lie was concocted 
and who is responsible for three men spending 15 months in 
jail for doing what they were told was a patriotic duty.

Lorge wants liberal campaigning limits 


MADISON — When the national shame of 


Watergate is considered in a more quiet time in 
the future, thoughtful citizens will realize that 
the scandal had its roots in the availability of 
massive sums of money. It flowed from the 
willingness of some politicians to solicit it 
shamelessly and the ability of private interests 
to provide it, often in the hope of fa%-ors to come 
or out of concern about a possibly unfriendly 
government. 


The focus now is on the presidency and the 


federal executive department in general. But 
every man and woman with any degree of 
political experience is altogether aware that 
there is. too much money spent on political 
campaigns on all levels, in Wisconsin and in all 
the other states. It is poured out not only in 
major elections, but in comparatively minor 
contests that a generation or two ago were 
within the reach of persons without regard to 
the condition of their purses. 


Profession on trial 


One of the reasons for the worry of politicians 


about Watergate and the climate of public 
revulsion that has resulted from it is that their 
profession has been put on trial. Virtually 
everybody who has run for public place here 
and elsewhere lately has gone through a sub- 
stantial sum of somebody's money in the 


process. Are they willing to submit to the kind 
of microscopic auditing that has followed from 
Watergate? 


The other day Sen. Gerald Lorge, chairman of 


a Senate committee trying to write a bill to 
improve the Wisconsin political spending con- 
trol laws, publicly asserted that the new federal 
law that limits media expenditures for can- 
didates to 10 cents per vote in the district 
involved is inadequate. 


He made it known that he will present a bill 


later this month to permit a candidate for the 
state Senate to spend at least $15,000 for media 
promotion alone —without regard to all other 
expenses that politicians today regard as stan- 
dard. He would permit such minor figures as 
those who run for state treasurer or secretary of 
state to spend $100,000 — for media promotion 
alone. He would allow statewide major can- 
didates, such as for governor and U.S. senator, 
to raise and spend up to $200,000 for such 
purposes and their state party committees to 
invest additionally $200,000 in the media for 
their tickets. 


These are breathtaking propositions for 


anyone who subscribes to the old-fashioned 
notion that running for public office in a 
democratic society* should be the right of all 
legally qualified persons. 


Such assumptions carry with them inevitably 


the idea of solicitation of funds in great gobs, in 
such huge sums, indeed, as to make ridiculous 
the idea that all donors are concerned only with 
the public good. Are these standards in con- 
temporary politics of Wisconsin the reason why 
politicians are so worried about popular revul- 
sion flowing from Watergate? 


A distinguished commentator put the ques- 


tion baldly the other day when he reminded that 
every politician in America (and Wisconsin) 
now holding significant office has been obliged 
to raise substantial sums to bring in the votes 
required- 


How have they, he mused, "walked the fine 


line that divides the implicit bribe from the 
no-strings gift?" 


The politician would be blind or deaf who has 


not perceived lately, whatever his inclinations 
earlier, that countless voters are deeply worried 
about these matters. That is the reason for an 
apparent response in the state Capitol, after 
years of indifference, to tighter financial 
reporting proposals, auditing, enforcement, and 
explicit money limits. But there is yet no 
recognition of the reality that the immense 
sums now assumed can impose mortgages on 
candidates or a hint that lower limits, 
relentlessly enforced, would be fair to all.

U.S. must protect 
Solzhenitsyn 


The new volume of Aleksandr 


Solzhenitsyn raises policy questions for 
the west which, if we answer them 
wrongly, will bring down upon us that 
curse of history reserved for those des- 
picable men who, though knowing 
everything they needed to know, 
declined to act, thus contributing to a 
crucifixion- Solzhenitsyn is only an in- 
dividual, but there was never in human 
history a clearer identification of an 
individual and a class. Martin Luther 
King as representative of the American 
Negro pales alongside the authority of 
Aleksandr Solzhenitsyn as representa- 
tive of the 200 million people of Russia 
who have suffered, and continue to 
suffer, at the hands of the creed-ridden 
tormentors of that wretched country. 


The Soviet government does not dis- 


guise its feelings about Solzhenitsyn, 
any more than the establishmentarians 
disguised theirs towards Jesus. Now, on 
the 
publication 
of "The 
Gulag 


Archipelago," they have begun their 
offensive. It is clearly launched with a 
certain tentativeness —else they'd have 
simply yanked him from the streets and 
shipped him off directly to Siberia, or to 
a convenient warren in the cellar of the 
Lubyanka, there to receive a little lead 
in his stupefying, or inspiring mind. 


Act of genocide 


Though Solzhenitsyn is only one man, 


his elimination would amount to an act 
of genocide. It is now as if, 35 years ago, 
Adolph Hitler had released, for the 
convenience of the next few editions of 
the World Almanac, the projections on 
the diminishing percentage of Jews 
alive and well in Germany. Would the 
west, in such circumstances, do 
anything about it? Or would that be to 
interrupt the rhythm of detente? 


Permit a drastic truncation —in just a 


few sentences —of the experience of just 
one Soviet victim. This one an 
American citizen who, incredibly, has 
been living in Maryland since 1971. It 
required that we should learn- of his 
existence from Aleksandr Solzhenitsyn. 
His name is Alexander Dolgun. He was 
a clerk with the American Embassy. In 
1948 he was seized on the streets of 
Moscow and would spend eight years in 
Soviet camps, and another 15 years in 
civilian detention. A cheerful represen- 
tative of the Workers' Paradise, second 
in charge of Soviet security called 
Ryumin, called in young Dolgun, who 
had declined to confess to crimes he had 
not committed. 
" 'And so,' said Ryumin politely, 


stroking his rubber truncheon which 
was an inch and a half thick, 'you have 
survived trial by sleeplessness with 
honor. So now we will try the club. 
Prisoners don't last more than two or 
three sessions of this. Let down your 
trousers and lie on the runner.' 


"The 
colonel sat down on the 


prisoner's back. Dolgun had intended to 
count the blows. He didn't know yet 
what a blow with a rubber truncheon is 
on the sciatic nerve. The effect is not in 
the place where the blow is delivered - 
it blows up inside the head. After the 
first blow the victim was insane with 
pain and broke his nails on the carpet. 
Ryumin beat away. After the beating 
the prisoner could not walk, and of 
course, he was not carried. They just 
dragged him along the floor ... (then) 
Ryumin went wild, and started to beat 
him in the stomach and broke through 
the intestinal wall, in the form of an 
enormous hernia where his intestines 
protruded. And the prisoner was taken 
off to the Butyrka hospital with a case of 
peritonitis, and for the time being the 
attempts to compel him to commit a 
foul deed were broken off." 


Indictment is universal 


The reason Brezhnev et al are so 


much afraid of Solzhemisyn is that his 
indictment isn't of the man Stalin, or 
even of the man Lenin, whose atrocities 
figure greatly in this book. His indict- 
ment is universal: an indictment of 
totalitarian society. Brezhnev can no 
more convincingly denounce Stalin than 
he can denounce his own aorta. The 
governors of the Soviet Union cannot 
break with their own past without 


walking, unmanacled, to Red Square, to 
set a torch upon themselves. 


This 
is the 
moment not 
for 


bureaucratic response, but for gallant 
response, and those of us who know 
Henry Kissinger pray that he will take 
the initiative —no one could do it better. 


If a hair of the head of Solzhenitsyn is 


harmed: 


One. The United States of America 


will suspend all cultural exchange with 
the Soviet Union beginning immedi- 
ately. 


Two. An absolute embargo, for a 


mourning period of one year, will be 
imposed on commerce of any kind with 
the Soviet Union, and against any 
purchase of goods of any kind from the 
Soviet Union. 


Perhaps Solzhenitsyn requires mar- 


tyrdom, fully to anneal his work to the 
service of humanity. Perhaps, even, he 
desires it. But we cannot willingly play 
the role of Pontius Pilate.

kidnaped son of a prominent Jamestown 
physician died from a blow to the head, 
apparently caused by a sharp ins- 
trument, an autopsy report says. 


Police say 14-year-old Daniel Eber- 


sole, son of Dr. and Mrs. Glen Ebersole 
of the Jamestown suburb of Lakewood, 
was abducted and held for $15,000 
ransom. 


The youth disappeared last Tuesday 


after leaving home to walk to a neigh- 
borhood teen center. H«s body was found 
on Sunday, tied to a tree in snowcovered 
woods about three miles from his home. 


An autopsy conducted on Monday 


showed the youth had been dead since 
last Tuesday or Wednesday, officials 
said. 


Medical Examiner Dr. Judith M. 


Lehotay of Buffalo said the youth was 
killed by a brow that fractured his skull 
and lacerated his brain. 


Coroner Frederick Hitchcock of 


Chautauqua County quoted the examiner 
as saying the blow was made with a 
sharp instrument. 


At a news conference, Chautauqua 


County Dist. Atty. Robert Sullivan said 
he would go before a jury "and seek 
murder indictments and kidnaping 
first-degree indictments" against three 
youths arrested in the case. 


On Friday, FBI agents arrested 


Kenneth L. Williams, 18, and Martin C. 


Whitmore, 19, both of nearby West 
Ellicott; and Jeffrey L. Swan^ 18, of 
Lakewood. 


They were being held today on $100,000 


bond each after a weekend arraignment 
on federal kidnaping charges. 


Daniel's father, a radiologist, said the 


boy left home to go to the Lakewood Teen 
Center, about a block away. 


Police said Williams was employed at 


the center. 


When Daniel failed to return home, 


Ebersole said he notified police. Later 
that night, a caller phoned to tell him his 
son had been kidnaped and would be 
killed unless $15,000 ransom was paid. 


The caller phoned again Wednesday 


night and repeated the threat, leaving 
instructions on where to leave the 
ransom, Ebersole said. 


Ebersole left the money, $10 and $20 


bills wrapped in foil and covered with 
brown paper, in a boat dry-docked 
behind an auto agency on Thursday 
night. 


Richard H. Ash of the FBI in Buffalo 


said his agents staked out the drop-off 
spot. 


On Friday, agents arrested the three 


men and recovered $14,640 from Whit- 
more's home, Ash said. 


Daniel had two brothers and a sister. 


A memorial service for the youth was 
scheduled Wednesday at the Unitarian 
Church in Jamestown.

Caravaggio 
work^displayed 
in Detroit 


DETROIT (AP) -A long-lost major 


work by the 17th century Italian artist 
Michelangelo Merisi da Caravaggio has 
gone on public display at The Detroit 
Institute of Arts. 


Dr. Frederick J. Cummings, the 


museum's director, says the painting, 
"The Conversion of the Magdalene," 
could prove to be the most important 
acquisition by an Ameican museum in a 
decade. 


The display will be the first continuous 


showing of the work in about 400 years, 
museum officials said. 


The painting, only one of four 


Caravaggios in the United States, was 
purchased in i971 for SI.1 million by the 
S.S. Kresge Foundation and Mrs. Edsel 
B. Ford, daughter-in-law of the founder 
of the Ford Motor Co. It was sub- 
sequently donated to the museum. 


Cummings said it took the institute's 


staff 10 months to authenticate and 
restore the masterpiece. 


"It is a very, very rare painting," 


Cummings said at unveiling ceremonies 
Monday. 


He said Caravaggio is considered to 


have initiated the brief baroque era in 
painting, which he said brought "the 
message of the Christian drama... down 
to the level of the man in the street." 


The painting, more than three feet tall 


and four feet long, depicts the conver- 
sion of Mary Magdalene as she listens to 
her sister, Martha, relate the miracle of 
Jesus Christ. 


The painting shows Mary, dressed in 


red silk and bathed in light, pointing to 
a bright spot in a mirror. Martha, 
apparently addressing her sister, sits to 
^Mary's right and is dressed more 
^plainly. The light, reflected in the 
mirror, comes from behind Martha. 


In Caravaggio's style, the use of light 


was used to dramatize a story so the 17th 
century peasant could understand it 
easily. The technique helped establish 
Caravaggio as an major Western artist. 


Done in 1598, the painting was redis- 


covered when the Alzagas, a wealthy 
Argentine family, put it on sale in 
London in 1971. The Alzagas had owned 
the Caravaggio for three generations.

WASHINGTON (AP) -A former 


Small Business Administration official 
says an Atlanta SBA study exonerates 
three white North Carolina men of 
allegations they exploited minorities 
they sponsored in business. 


"The Atlanta study gives them a clean 


bill of health," said Donald Dunlap. "It 
refutes the audit report on their four 
(minority-owned) companies." 


Dunlap referred to an SBA audit last 


July and August of the so-called Dunn 
Group of Dunn, N.C. 


It had concluded that three white 


sponsors had virtual control over four of 
the minority-owned firms they sponsored 
and that management agreements with 
the new firms "enable the sponsors to 
drain all potential profits from the 
sponsored companies." 


The sponsors were identified as 


George F. Marshall, Robert P. Rupert 
and Eddie P. Draughon who are af- 
filiated with Dynamic Enterprise 
Dynamic International and Dynateria 
Inc., all of Dunn, N.C. 


The four minority-owned firms 


sponsored by one or all of the three men 
and studied in the SBA audit were 
Expedient Services and Versatile 
Services Inc., both of Dunn, N.C., and 
Technical Services Enterprises Inc., and 
Palmetto Enterprises Inc. of Columbia, 
S.C. 


Marshall J. Parker, SBA associate 


administrator, said that no evidence has 
been discovered to substantiate allega- 
tions made in the audit report. 


He said that since that audit, 


Marshall, Rupert and Draughon had 
divested themselves of partial ow- 
nership and of board positions in the 
firms. 


But Parker said, they continue to 


furnish support services through 
SBA-approved 
management 


agreements. 


Parker had confirmed in an interview 


late last week that the Atlanta SBA office 
had completed its study of the Dunn 
Group and its answers to the audit 
report. 


He declined then, however, to reveal 


the contents of the Atlanta report or 
comment on whether it conflicted with 
the charges made in the audit. 


Also, Monday, Sen. Strom Thurmond, 


R-S.C., his former top aide, Harry Dent, 
and Dunlap denied reports that they had 
pressured SBA to give favorable 
treatment to the Dunn group. SBA 
officials also denied the reports that 
came from other SBA sources. 


Parker has said that he had frequent 


conversations with Dent, a former White 
House aide and now general counsel for 
the National Association of Service 
Contractors, whose clients include the 
Dunn Group. 


But he denied that Dent had ever 


exerted any pressure on the agency to 
favor his clients. 


The SBA also denied the reports that 


Thurmond and Dent had helped obtain 
SBA contracts for the Dunn Group.

Froehlich says price control 
forcing firms to export 


SURING. Wis. (AP) -The state's 


freshman Republican congressman says 
he cannot blame profit-minded 
manufacturers for shipping their goods 
abroad instead of helping America fill 
its shortages. 


Rep. Harold V. Froehlich, on a 


campaign tour of northeastern Wiscon- 
sin, said Monday the Cost of Living 
Council's price controls are discourag- 
ing U.S. businessmen from selling their 
products at home. 


Froehlich said he has asked repea- 


tedly that paper manufacturers be 
allowed relief from price controls so that 
they might be more willing to respond to 
what he calls domestic paper shortages. 


"I cannot approve unlimited exports 


of products that are badly needed at 
home, but I cannot blame the companies 
for following the Cost of Living Council's 
game plan to correct our balance of 
payments, even at the expense of serious 
shortages at home," be said. 


Profit-seeking export, the former 


state legislative leader said, is "rational 
behavior by businessmen who are being 
squeezed economically by their govern- 
ment." 


The Republican congressman cited in 


a statement the council's reports that 


companies are increasing exports "of 
chemicals, plastics, polyethlene, 
polystyrene, cotton fabrics, molasses, 
steel billets and lumber." 


"These companies are doing what the 


Cost of Living Council wants them to 
do," Froehlidl said. 


The export situation was mentioned 


about two weeks ago in a council survey. 


Froehlich said news media accounts of 


the survey had centered on researchers' 
arguments that domestic shortages are 
a result of increased domestic demand 
rather than pricing policies that 
discourage the profit incentive. 


Also generally overlooked, he said, 


was a poll that indicates 78 per cent of the 
citizens wanted an end to the Nixon 
administration's Phase 4 economic 
program by the end of 1973.
